ADVANCED PLACEMENT TEST SCORES 

The Advanced Placement Program offers a means by which high school students 
capable of college level work can have the opportunity to work up to their capacity. 
Each college makes its own decision regarding credit and advanced placement, but a 
3 _ or the exam is generally accepted by mos^ colleges for some type of college credit. 
Results of the tests taken by seniors last spring were announced over the summer. 

In the M.B.A. Class of 1982, 61 students took a total of 150 exams. 79% of the exam 
scores were _3 or higher; 53% of the scores were 4. or higher; and 16% of the test 
scores were rated _5, the highest grade given. 

M.B.A. is proud of these accomplishments of last year.’s seniors, and we look 
forward to a continued strong showing in the tests in the future. 












DEBATE TEAM WINS NATIONAL HONORS 


Over the summer the M.B.A. Forensics Team, coached by Mr. Tom Sullivan, took 
two debate teams to the National Forensic League*s Grand National Tournament at 
the University of San Francisco. District champions Wyatt Wells and Craig Franklin 
turned in outstanding performances in nine rounds of competition to earn M.B.A. 
the distinction of winning the fourth place debate award in the nation, a fitting 
graduation present for Wells and Franklin, both members of the Class of 1982. The 
State Championship team of Brian Hassell and Lyn Robbins won three rounds of com¬ 
petition but were eliminated in the fourth by the tournament*s eventual quarter- 
finalist. Hassel and Robbins return this year for another year of debate with 
some very valuable national experience to their credit. Congratulations, Debaters! 

THE MASSEY JUNIOR SCHOOL BUILDING IS OPEN FOR CLASSES 

Dr. Edward Gaffney, Head of the Junior School, and the other members of the 
Junior School faculty began classes as planned the first day of school in the new 
Jack C. Massey Building. This new home of the Junior School offers comfortably 
furnished space for the seventh and eighth grades and faculty. The building has 
eight classrooms, enabling class size to be reduced from 23 to a maximum of 17 
per class. The new science lab, a long-awaited need, makes both the physical 
and earth science classes much more meaningful for students. The workroom for 
teachers, additional conference rooms, and generous storage areas for teaching 
materials are already adding to an increased efficiency in the educational pro¬ 
gram. Every student now has a locker, and the commons area on the upper level 
provides space for a centralized study hall as well as an area for Junior School 
assemblies. The building is comfortably furnished with central heating and air- 
conditioning and wall-to-wall carpeting in classrooms and offices. 

The main foyer is a striking area paneled with recessed birch and equipped 
with a large brick free-standing fireplace. Off the foyer is the Junior School 
office, staffed by Mrs. Laurie Dinces. 

An open invitation is offered to all parents to visit the Massey Building 
to see firsthand what a pleasant learning environment has been provided by 
Mr. Jack C. Massey for the Class of 1987 and those who follow them. 


THE FRANCIS E. CARTER BUILDING NEARS A REALITY 

Renovations on the Old Science Building are progressing toward completion 
sometime in late September. When completed, the building will be named for 
M.B.A.*s former headmaster, Mr. Francis E. Carter, Jr. A plaque will be placed 
on the wall at the west entrance to the building. 

Remodeling already completed includes an addition to the west side of the 
building, housing a new wide stairway, restrooms, and an entrance foyer. An air- 
conditioning system was added to the building, the heating system was upgraded 
and carpeting is being placed in all the classrooms. 

Currently under construction is a new front entrance to the north side of 
the building. The entrance will be a columned porch area designed to blend 
architecturally with other buildings on the campus. 

The Old Science Building, the oldest building on campus and the only 
remaining original building on this site of M.B.A. will soon bear the name of 
Francis E. Carter. This gesture is meant as a lasting tribute to a man who was 
vital in the school*s development as an institution to educate young men.
